There is no
dearth of workingmen in the state.
The field of labor is amply supplied.
Of these classes there is no want.
The ordinary working man de-
pendent upon his dally wages for
his support, will not better his
condition by coming here. Neither
I8 there any lack of men in clerkly
vocations, dependent upon salaries
for regular subsistence from week to
week. The towns and cities are
tlready fairly supplied with these
clusses, The great need is of men
of moderate or fair means, able to
buy lands or farms and locate; men
possvased of enough to fairly begin
in their new homesagainst ordinary
risk of destitution through wunt of
these means, during the first year,
After that, no industrious, frugul,
thrifty, cureful man is likely to full
to prosper; and riches will come with
years, Farimers, frult growers, stock
breeders, men in every |branch of
husbandry, are the kinds of emi-
grants who can better prosper by
coming, Capitalists will find grand
or good opportunities for investment.
Merchants and traders need have no
doubt of smple flelds in thelr special
or general lings.
